And in many plaines they have houſes running 
vpon wheeles,with ſayles at the top of them, that when 
they will go vnto any place, they tarty onely for a winde 
to driue them. There is alſo in this Kingdome the great 
City of Quinz4y,whoſe circuit is 100 miles, hauing in it

1 America is inuitoned onthe Eaſt 

bel with the maine Ocean, on the South 

with the Straights of CHMagelane , on 

the Weſt with Mare Del Zar, or Pac cu, and on the 

North with thevnknowne Land. 
2 This part of the world, was firſt diſcribed by Chri- 


fopber Columbas, in the yeare 1492. and then that 


made better knowne by mera Veſpuriny, of whom

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it is called vnto this dale America. 

The ſtultfullneſſe of this ſoyle is to be admired,for 
ia . are wonderfull ſtote of Spices, Birdes, and Fiſhes. 
There is alſo gold in ſuch plenty, that the Spewiardrhaue 
reported they haue 4 85 in ſome place more Golde 
then earth. The chiefeſt want in this part are Horſes,of 
which they haue few or none, and which was the occa- 
fron , that when the Spaniards brought Horſes in the 
baile againſt them, they fell down iſhed,thinking 
that when the horſes Neighed, they had ſpoken vnto 


them. 


q The inhabitants of this mighty Territory, are moſt nbabirarc,. 


rous, being in ſome places men earers, they are al 
together ignorant and vnlearned, which was the chiefe 
cauſe that they conceited themſelues, when any one of 
the Spaniards did read a letter, the Diuell told him the 
contents. They are ignorant of the vſe of yron , and e- 
ſtimate glaſſe aboue gold. To conclude, they arc cx- 
cellent runners, and ſwimmers.

6 In lacatan Cherſoneſss the chieſe city is Guatimuala, 
where another Vice Roy for Sie doth lye. The inha- 
bitants of this Countrey did adore the Croſſe before 
Cortes comming. 

7 Terre Florida ( ſo called of the French, who firſt 
founded it) hath in it many Prouinces, whereof Panaca 
is one, in which the people ate very warlike,but butche- 
rouſly minded, killing all the captiues they take, and ea- 
ting them. Furthermore, they neuet marry vntil they be 
40. yeares of age, and liue moſt _= Serpents and 
wormes. There is another place ia this Prouince, cal- 
led 4lberdeſis , wherein the women let their children 
ſucke vntill they be 12. yeares of age.
